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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration which was submitted by 
applicant is to show that the beam (#2 insect pin) of the prior art was inflexible (rigid) within the meaning of the term as used by applciant 
and that it failed to satisfy the requirements of being "flexible". The declaration is however not commensurate in scope with the claimed 
invention. Namely, while the claim does define that the beam is "flexible", the specification does not impart specific meaning to the term 
"flexible" (i.e. it does not define flexible as being capable of producing a preload force between 0.01 and 0.1 grams nor does it expressly 
state that by flexible it is meant that the beam must have a length of between 1-5 cm, a width between 0.5-1 .0 cm and a thickness 
between 0.1 and 0.3 mm). An insect pin formed of spring steel having a diameter of 0.45 mm is in fact "flexible" within the broad 
recognized meaning of the term. Applicant essentailly argues that the references failed to teach a flexible beam because they failed to 
provide the requisite thickness (0.1-0.3 mm in thickness) for the beam, however the claims at hand do not require that the beam have the 
requires dimensions as argued and therefore the claims are likewise not commensurate in scope with the applcianfs arguments 
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
